From  2006  to  2008  he  served  as  first 
vice-chairman  of  COPUOS,  he  completed  his  duties  with 
success.  Beyond  of  his  mother  tongue,  Mr.  Előd  Both  is  a 
proficient  user  of  English,  Germán,  and  Russian,  and  has  a 
deep  knowledge  of  international  organizations  and 
negotiations .
